The company was under the com- 
mand of Capt: Philip McGrath. 


They were mustered in at Spring- 


field and left that city May 17,1898, 
for Camp Alger, Va., near Wash- 
ington, D. C. They arrived on May 
20 and remained there until July 
5 when their regiment departed for 
Charleston, S. C., with orders to 
go to Santiago, Cuba. 


While at Camp Alger, "Dix- 


on's Own" passed In review be- 
fore President McKinley. 
* • » 


They embarked for Santiago on 


July 8 aboard the USS Rita, but on 
arriving off Santiago they learned 
that the city had surrendered. An- 
chored in Guantanamo Bay for sev- 
eral days, the troops were ordered 
to Puerto Rico, where they landed 
on the southwest coast at the town 
of Guanica. 


The gunboat Gloucester bom- 


barded thn town, the marines 
landed and the 6th Illinois fol- 
lowed them In. This was their 
first engagement with the Span- 
iards.

From Guanica. they marched 


east and north over the island and 
were at Utnado when they were 
ordered to return to Ponce ori the 
south coast. They embarked there 
for the U. S. aboard the USS Mani- 
toba. They arrived in New York on 
Sept. 13, 1898. 


From New York they proceed- 


ed to Springfield. From there to 
Dixon, arriving In the hometown 
on Sept. 21 where they were 
given a grand reception, 
Later the outfit was ordered 


back to Springfield where they 
were mustered out of service on 
Nov. 25. 1898.

Earthquake Jolts Wide 
Region in California 
Thousands Frightened 
O 


By Severe Earth Shocks 


WATSONVILLE, Calif. (JFt—Central California's strongest earthquake 


in nearly two years Jolted a 150-mile stretch along the West coast Sun- 
day, frightening thousands, causing widespread minor damage to build- 
ings and temporarily blocking a highway east of here. 
' 


A panicked crowd of some 500 


rushed for the doorways of a dog 
show at the lairgrounds five miles 
north of here, orulsingan unidenti- 
fied 16-year-old girl. She was the 
only injury reported. 


The shocks, recorded by the Uni- 


versity of California seismograph 
for 20 minutes starting at 1:33^:47.5 
p.m. (PDT), were felt throughout 
the San Francisco Bay area, 90 
miles to the north. 


Compare Intensity 


The UC seismograph at Berke- 


ley registered an intensity of 5.2 
on the 10-point Richter Scale, com- 
pared to more than 7 for the 1952 
Kern County quake in which five 
died and 
8>4 for the disastrous 


1906 San Francisco quake. 


Dr. Perry Byerly, university 


seismologist, said the shocks cent- 
ered about 75 miles south of Berk- 
eley. Reports indicated the towns 
of Hollister, Gilroy and Watson- 
ville got the worst shaking. 


The San Andreas and Hayward 


geological faults—source of many 
quakes—converge in this area. 


In VVatsonville, a lettuce-growing 


center of 11,000. 'Police Sgt, J. G. 
Brandon called it the "worst quake 
I've ever felt in my life—worse 
than the one in Santa Barbara 
when I was living there several 
years ago." Police estimated dam- 
age roughly at from $25,000 • to 
$40.000. 


Chunks of concrete fell from the 


Bank of America building, plaster 
dropped from the ceiling and two 
walls of the bank cracked. There 
were .widespread reports in the 
WatsonvHle-Gilroy-Hollistcr area of 
toppled chimneys, fallen dishes 
and bottles and broken windows. 
The Gilroy - Watsonville highway 
over Chittenden Pass was blocked 
several hours when the quake 
opened a three-inch crack 50 feet 
long and loosed earth slides over 
five miles of the route.

Administration 
Difficulties Cited 
In Board's 'Reasons' 


Principal B. J. Frazer was 


asked to resign from the Dix- 
on high school post primarily 
because he failed,to use his 
administrative abilities to the 
satisfaction of the board of 
education and the superin- 
tendent of schools, Allen Lan- 
caster. 


That is the crux of a "se- 


cret" report which the board 
directed to Principal Frazer 
on the night of April 14 and 
which has not "been released 
to the.. public, although the 
board's statement of April 14 
said that it felt that a "public 
explanation" was justified. 


.At the same time, The Eve- 


ning Telegraph has learned 
from authoritative sources, 
the board of education makes 
clear in the report that it will 
not take issue with Mr. Fra- 
zer's teaching ability, 
his 


community standing or his 
character. 


The Evening Telegraph is pub- 


lishing what it believes to be the 
contents of the four-page report, in 
the belief that it is in the public 
Interest that It do so. Considerable 
public resentment resulted from 
the announcement that Principal 
Frazer was asked to resign. The 
board's only official comment was 
that it was "acting in the best in- 
terest of the school system." 


Not Read 


The Telegraph has learned that 


the four-page report \vas to have 
been read to the public session on 
April H but that for some reason 
it was not delivered. 


Instead, the board sent four 


copies of the report to Princfpal 
Frazer with the invitation that he 
could release or withhold, the 
"reasons" for his own dismissal. 


Frazer returned three copies of 


the report with the statement that 
the board should undertake th'e 
responsibility of explaining the dis- 
missal to the public. The board 
has failed to do so. 


To date the public remains in the 


"dark." 


The report is unsigned by any 


member of the board of educa- 
tion. It has not, to The Telegraph's 
knowledge, been incorporated into 
.the minutes of the April 14 meet- 
ing. The board, however, did go on 
record April 14 as saying that it 
was sending a four-page bill of 
particulars -to Principal Frazer. 
Frazer has received the document. 


Will Dispel Rumors. 


The Telegraph is publishing what 


it believes to be the substance of 
the four-page report "in the public 
interest."

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Economist Reports State Laws 
Act to Gut Milk Consumption 


URBANA — Retail milk in 13 


statei is priced by what amounts 
to legalized monopoly, and con- 
sumers in those states pay too 
much for their milk. 


Such arc the findings of * survey 


of retail milk prices in 80 cities 
just completed by R. W. Bartlett. 
farm economist at the University 
of Illinois college of agriculture. 


Monopoly pricing is in the form 


of state laws which set the lowest 
price at which milk can Mil to con- 
sumers. Such laws are in effect in 
California, New Jersey, Alabama, 
Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, Ore- 
gon, Georgia, Montana, Florida, 
Maine, Virginia, New Hampshire 
and Vermont. 


Eighteen of the cities in the sur- 


vey were in states that set retail 
milk prices. Store-sold milk aver- 
aged 23.6 cents a quart in those 
cities last November, only half a 
cent less than home-delivered nr.ilk, 
which sold for 24.1 cents a quart. 


In 17 free market cities, on the 


other hand, store-sold milk aver- 
aged 20.1 cents a quart, more than 
three cents under the average 
price of 23.3 cents a quart for 
home-delivered milk. 


Bartlett says that experience in 


the past few years has taught us 
that lower prices for milk in gro- 
cery stores are an effective way 
to increase milk consumption. And 
since it costs less to sell milk in 
that way, the lower pnce to con- 
sumers doesn't necessanly mean 
lower prices to farmers. 


Cleveland is a good example. 


Between November, 1952, and No- 
vember, 1953, the difference in 
price of store-sold-and home-deliv- 
ered milk increased from one cent 
to five cents. During that time 
milk consumption increased 7 per 
cent and farmers in 1953 were paid 
575,000 dollars more than they

1952 prices. 


But when milk price is set by 


law, this cheaper form of distribu- 
tion doesn't develop, according to 
Bartlett's survey. In the 18 cities 
with prices set by law, the differ- 
ence between store-sold and home- 
delivered milk was half a cent in 
1029 and half a cent in 1953. But 
in the 17 "free" cities, that price 
difference increased from one cent 
in 1929, to more than three cents 
in 1953. 


Much of the increase in savings 


for store-sold milk has come since 
November. 1952, Bartlctt'says, and 
invariably lower priced milk in 
grocery stores results in use of 
more milk in the area. 


Bartlett says that other surveys 


show that many people aren't con- 
suming: enough milk for adequate 
nutrition and that milk consump- 
tion goes down as prices go up. 
For that reason, he says, milk 
pricing by law does not operate in 
the public interest.

We Must Realize Necessity of 


Keeping Indochina Free 


Vice President Nixon's remarks about the use of Ameri- 


can ground troops in Indo-China have apparently caused 
more stir than is warranted by the present military realities. 


His statement that troops probably would be used came 


in answer to a question which assumed (that the French 
would fold or withdraw. Since no one believes the French 
are about to do either one, the question and answer are hy- 
pothetical. 
* 


The rebel Communist campaign against the Viet Nam 


fortress of Dien Bien Phu should not be minimized. It is a 
major fight, the sort of combat the French have been hoping 
to lure the Reds into for years. If the strong point falls, 
the French will have suffered embarrassing defeat—at the 
game they chose. 
• 
• 
• / 


But it will not spell disaster for Indo-China. Dicn Bien 


Phu is not the key to the whole country. The French would 
still retain firm control of most of the important sectors, 
including all the big cities. They would not easily be dislodged 
from these. 


No matter how Dien Bien Phu goes, in a short time the 


seasonal rains will begin, and the military stalemate that 
goes with drenching downpours will settle over Indo-China 
again. Indeed, stalemate is the standard phase of this war, 
as it became standard in Korea. 


So there is no early prospect, really no prospect .it all, 


of Indo-China faling to the Reds by.force of arms. And it is 
only when that prospect is real and immediate that we shall 
have to consider the decision Nixon said he believed should 
be made—to send troops of our own in to prevent a Commu- 
nist victory. 


The real crisis over Indo-China is a political one, and it 


now centei-s on the Geneva conference. France wants a 
truce and evidently is willing to pay high to get it. Our gov- 
ernment believes any sort of settlement the Reds would offer 
would fatally compromise Indo-China, bringing to commu- 
nism by political means the triumph' it could not gain in the 
field.

By his appeals for united action to forestall a Red vic- 


tory, by his trips to London and Paris, by his continual ur- 
gent emphasis on the need for holding Indo-China, Secretary 
of State Dulles has sought to make clear that America will 
not accept an arrangement that gives away the key to South- 
east Asia. 


Insofar as his comments stand as a measure of the 


lengths this country may be prepared to go to in a possible 
future' extremity, Nixon has reinforced Dulles' position. He 
has said bluntly what was and is implicit in all Dulles' cur- 
rent diplomacy. He has said the hard thing, the thing that 
could not be misunderstood. 


No one knows now how the country would react to a 


plan to send troops to Indo-China if the moment arose for 
such a decision. But it is important for us, and the world, to 
know that high U. S. officials (for Nixon can hardly be alone 
in his thinking) believe we must take that step before we 
dare open the whole of South Asia to an engulfing Commu- 
nist wave.

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New Technifpies Help to 
Mend Your Broken Bones

There are. a few people, and 


eome of them have writlen me, 
who have more than their share of 
broken bones or fractures."Ohe cor- 
respondent said that she broke her 
arm and both legs alt at different 
times during n. single year. 


Of course this may be just bad 


luck. However, there are some 
people who seem to be particularly 
liable to accidents of this sort, and 
literally just stumble from one 
thing to another. Indeed, this has 
been recognized, and articles have 
appeared in medical literature on 
people who are "accident prone," 
that is, those who tend to hsr« a 
preat many more accidents than 
the average. 


In addition to broken bones suf- 


fered in this manner, there are 
eome who have a weakened bone 
structure (osteoporosis), so thai 
they will sustain fractures as a 
result of minor injuries which 
would perhaps cause little more 
than a strain in a person with nor- 
mal bones. 
• • • 


VARIOUS KINDS of bone tumors 


and such diseases as osteomyelitis, 
which is an infection of the bony 
tissue, may be at fault. Many of 
these diseases of the bone can be 
treated satisfactorily 
by modern 


methods. 


In addition to strictly bone dis- 


ease there are some rather rare 
conditions which attack the bone 
and which may make them brittle. 
One of these is known as osteitis 
fibrosa cystica. 


This condition can be cither lo 


calized In a single bone or it can 
Involve a number of different ones. 
In this condition, the calcium which 
makes bones hard is partly with 
drawn and cysls or sac-like areas 
develop. 


Wherever such sac-like areas are 


located, the bone is naturally less 
strong and resistant to strain than 
normal bone. 


The generalized type is usually 


caused by a small tumor in one 
of the parathyroid glands lying in 
the neck. When this is the case, 
treatment is directed at the tumor, 
which 'would either be removed 
surgically or treated by X-ray. 
• » * 


LOCALIZED VARIKTV of the 


condition is quite different. 
In 


many cases it is not oven recog- 
nized, until there has been an un- 
expected fracture, often caused by 
a slight injury. Once the diagnosis 
has been made, treatment is di- 
rected at the affected area. 


It consists of an operation, the 


essential features*- of which are 
scraping and removal of the en- 
tire contents and lining of the cyst 
or sac-like structure. 


These are a few of the conditions 


which sometimes are the cause of 
brittle bones. Anyone who sustains 
a broken bone from what appears 
to be only a minor injury, or who 
suffers several breaks in quick 
succession, should have a thorough 
examination in order lo make sure 
thai some general disease of ihe 
bones is not to blame.

, NEW YORK—The Communist conspiracy ln~the United States re- 


cently made an announcement much more important than "the issue of 
Dave Schine's trifling and possibly fictitious privileges in the army. The 
Communists were admonished by the authority which controls them to 
join the Republican and Democratic parties and. in effect, to bore and 
disrupt from within. This ominous development was just barely re- 


ported in the press of New York, hy contrast with 
the monumental coverage of the -trifling privileges 
which Private Schine is alleged to have enjoyed. 


The fact need hardly be argued that the Demo- 


cratic party has been the most home-like alternate 
party of the treason ever since Roosevelt's first in- 
auguration.

ilon against the czar was organized 
and executed with little bloodshed 
by a group of high-minded aristo- 
crats, under Kcrensky. Nor was 
tho Communist revolution, which 
came later, a mass uprising of the 
oppressed. It was a directed coup 
by Lenin and Trotsky. It is plainly 
idiotic to believe that a population 
so ignorant that few of them could 
rend the signs on the tram-cars 
had the knowledge to demand com- 
munism. 


There is strong evidence that the 


financial backers of the central 
powers nntl the, Kaiser's govern- 
ment were responsible for the over- 
throw of Kercnsky's feeble revolu- 
tionary government and the rise of 
/Bolshevism. Lenin was allowed to 
travel across Germany from Switz- 
erland to Petrograd. The purpose 
of the contra! powers was to liqui- 
date the feeble front that the Ke- 
rcnsky regime wns trying to main- 
tain.

self-government. We had a well- 
established hatred of "czarism." 
The financial backers of the cen- 
tral powers may have had no other 
purpose than to help the Kaiser 
win and thus get back their invest- 
ments. 


Anyway, the rise of communism 


in Russia was no popular move- 
ment. The same is true of the Beta 
Kun regime and other Communist 
risings in the Balkans, all of which 
yielded 
to nationalistic Fascist 


counter-revolutions in due course. 
Herbert Hoover pointed out a few 
years ago that Soviet Russia was, 
up to that time the only country in 
which communism had not given 
way to Fascism by one name or 
another. 


Certainly the Communist dicta- 


torships in 'Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia were imposed by relatively 
few experts, some being native 
traitors, and professional Russian 
agents of the Kremlin. 


In our country, some Of the most 


prominent traitors have been men 
and women who inherited great 
fortunes. Most of these individuals 
are the remnants of bad families 
which have lived dissolutely for 
two or three generations, culmi- 
nating In jaded, cynical heirs with 
no moral strength and no faith in 
anything. 


The truth Is that the Communist 


party here, as in Germany, never 
had a largp membership. Many of 
us made the mistake of believing 
thnt the size of the Communist 
vote in Germany, 50.000 out of 
some 5.000,000 in one election which 
was cited as the key, proved that 
the Nazi calmor against the men- 
ace of communism was a wicked 
ruse. But the Communists, as we 
have since learned, are a disci- 
plined, fanatical element of un- 
scrupulous traitors to all that we 
of tho Western culture deem good 
and holy. 


We are not organized. The con- 


fusion and contention, between and 
within the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties plainly prove that. 
We are told that in our country 
now there are only 25.000 Commu- 
nists, half the number that voted 
the Communist ticket in that Ger- 
man election. But the evidence 
shows that this tiny minority has 
powers of penetration and treach- 
ery far out of proportion to its 
numerical strength.

House Group Cuts Funds 
For Defense $1.2 Billions 
Committee Says Effective 
Strength Is Not Impaired 


WASHINGTON W>—A defense department cash budget of $28,680,- 


706,500 was recommended today by the house appropriations committee, 
with $7,616,523,000 ear-marked to finance "the greatest army ever 
maintained by this nation on a full year basis in the absence of actual 
warfare." 


The total is $1.206,348,500 less 


than President Eisenhower asked 
for the army, the navy and the 
air force and related activities for 
the fiscal year starting next July 1. 


But the cut imposed by the com- 


mittee in a bill sent to the house 
for debate starting Wednesday was 
actually less than half as large as 
it appears. Committee cuts were 
about 541 million dollars, the bal- 
ance of the reduction having been 
volunteered by the armed services 
or being in the nature of- book- 
keeping savings. 


A Supplement 


The new cash supplements an es- 


timated 48 billion dollars available 
to the services 
from 
previous 


years' appropriations, in e f f e c t 
giving them $76.874.000,000 with 
which to operate. An additional $1,- 
050,000,000 in carryover funds was 
rescinded! by the committee, the 
sum including 500 millions from 
army procurement and production 
funds and 550 millions from stock 
funds of all the services. 


Here's how the new cash would 


be split up, if the house and the 
senate followed the committee's 
recommendations: 


Army: $7,615.523,000, a cut of 


$595,477,000 from what the Presi- 
dent requested and $5,321,883,000 
less than was appropriated for the 
present year. 


Navy: $9,705,818,500, a budget

Questions Must Be Met 
If GIs Sent to Indochina 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON (I1*—The Ameri- 


can people no doubt will want 
some questions answered if they 
have to go into Indochina to. bail 
out the French in the war with 
the Communist-led Vietminh. 


These are the main ones: 
1. Just- how much effort have 


the French put into the war? How 
much more would they put forth 
if this country got in? 


2. What would happen if. through 


American help, the Communists 
were crushed? Would this country 
have ft. deciding voice in Indo- 
china's future or turn it back to 
the French? 


• American troops sent in as a 
last resort would include regulars 
and draftees. The draftees would 
have no choice. 


Must Volunteer 


But French draftees are not sent 


to Indochina unless they volunteer 
to go. Would the French change 
this if American draftees were 
sent into the fighting? 


American youths are drafted for 


24 months, French youths for 18 
months. 


Every year in France itself, be- 


tween 250,000 and .275,000 youths 
are drafted when they reach 21. 
Why is none sent to Indochina un- 
less he volunteers? 


That question was asked the 


French embassy here S u n d a y 
night. This was' how the conversa* 
lion went: 


Question: Why aren't draftees 


sent to Indochina? 


Answer: Because they are draft- 


ed for only 18 months and it would 
be uneconomical to send "them to 
Indochina to train and then'fight. 
They'd have perhaps only three 
months' fighting service and then 
be brought home.

American casualties were 142,000, 
of which about 30,000 were battle 
deaths, 105,000 were wounded, and 
8,500 were missing.

and Drake Relays and the figure filberts are probably hav- 
ing a field day. 
Where were the fastest times and longest 


distances compiled? The box score shows Drake ahead 12-7. 


As usual the weather played a 


part in the performances. Drake 
had sun both days and Penn had 
rain on one of its two day stand. 
However, the rain affected only 
two of the major events at Frank- 
lin Field in Philadelphia—the 2- 
mile run and the distance medley 
relay. A look at Drake's superiori- 
ty in both these events leaves room 
for doubt the Penn teams could 
have bettered the times even on 
dry cinders. 


The Drake distance medlev com-

The best it 
could do was a reported possibility 
that the United States might con- 
sider sending forces to Indochina 
if the proposed Southeast Asia al- 
liance is formed.

As worried crowd* reminiscent

Voice of the 


People 


To the Editor: 
Harmon, 111. 


Many of us In this area have just 


lived through the annual wi^ge of 
boxelder bug«. For five months the 
curtains. rug» and walls in our 
homes haw been alive with ugly 
brown insects that leave a trail of 
execretorv material on everything 
they touch. 


The best that <Mn DP said of 
these bugs is that thev do not feed 
on either food or cloth, and there- 
fore in that sense, are not destruc- 
tive. But they are highly destruc- 
tive to peace of mind, and to order- 
liness and cleanliness. There is 
nothing more frustrating or dis- 
couraging to the homemaker than 
Lhe never-ending battle to keep her 
home free of the daily invasion— 
during the season—of this army of 
offensive bugs. While they are not 
officially classified as health haz- 
ards, the fact that their trails are 
marked by discharges is evidence 
enough that they have no place in 
our homes. 


I have gone into the matter of 


their origin and control with a 
gieat deal of care through in- 
quiries to the U. S. Public Health 
Service, the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, the Illinois Division of 
Forestry, and the Morton Arbore- 
tum at Lisle, 111. I also consulted 
the available material 'on the sub- 
ject at the Chicago Public Libiary. 


The general conclusion is that 
the only sure way of exterminating 
the boxelder bug is through cut- 
ting down the seed-bearing bos 
eldei tree. "Eliminating all soed- 
bearing boxelder trees in a com- 
munity would help to eliminate the 
boxelder bug pioblem." states the 
Illinois State Natuial Histoiy Sur- 
vey. And the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture says. "Since the box- 
elder bug becomes a nuisance pri- 
marily in localities where boxelder 
tiees'aie grown, it appears theie- 
foie, that the elimination of these 
trees and their replacement with 
more suitable varieties, is one 
method of getting rid of the pest, if 
it is found impossible to control it 
by other means." 


The "other means" are of course 


thp various sprays that are avail- 
able. My own experience with a 
number of sprays hai brought 
negligible results—first b e c a u s e 
the spray must actually hit the 
bug. and second because the in- 
festation is too wide and deep. The 
sprays have marked disadvantages 
—the chief one being that they are 
purely remedial, not curative.'They 
may "kill the bug if a dnect hit is 
•scored, but they do not eradicate 
the source. More continue to come. 
Only the most vigorous and con- 
stant spraying can cut them clown, 
even in part. 


Some of the sprays are highlv 


poisonous and must be used with 
great caution. Some, like kerosene, 
ran be used only on the outside 
walls of the hou«e Th«» U. S. De- 
partment of AgriculUne ictom- 
mends a sprav containing pyiethe- 
urn. 
This, states the department, 
"will serve to paiahvc the insects, 
tompoinnlv at leas't. so that they 
can bo brushed down, swept up 
nnd removed from the premise " 
A very pleasant addition to our 
daily household duties for 
five 


months out of the year! Furthei- 
moie, in a community like otns 
with many deeply infected bo.xeld- 
er tices, the cost in time ahd 
money necessary to bring these 
pests under even partial control 
would be piodigious. The cure lies 
In surgery, not in medications 


While iho boxclder is a hand- 
some, quick-gi owing tiec. tieas- 
ured for its shade in the hot Mim 
mor months, its gieat disndvatv 
tages when infected, far offset its 
advantages. 


I bring this matter to the atten- 


tion of our people because so mnnv 
of our homemakeis aio be.sot year 
after yonr bv this* infestation -an 
title) !y dcmotnlmng nnd needless

Dogs Weary 
Of Cities? 
Boyle Says 


By HAL BOYLE 


NEW YORK tf>— The dog has 


been claiming for centuries • he is 
man's . best friend, an unlikely 
story if there ever was one. 


But the dog long has been one 


of nature's most artful self-sales- 
men, and he has managed to con- 
vince millions of people that he is 
their top buddy. 


The current' statistics on the ca- 


nine population of New York City, 
however, bring a jarring note of 
fact into the legend of the dog's 
loyalty to man. 


Since 1947, the number of legally 


licensed dogs here (9 out of 10 
obey the law in this respect) has 
fallen from 312.517 to 272.814. Dur- 
ing the same period the human 
population has grown considerably 
and SPCA officials estimate the 
cat population of the city is be- 
tween 400,000 and 500,000. 


Reject Mankind? 


What do these figures really 


mean? Has the dog rejected man- 
kind at last, and fled the city? 


I think so. But apologists for the 


dog— what dog ever lacked an ad- 
vocate?— give other explanations. 
They say there are fewer dogs 
here because landlords no longer 
will allow them— and because it 
costs so much to feed a dog more 
and more people have decided that, 
while it's nice to have a pal, the 
friendship has become too expen- 
sive. 


These arguments sound plausible 


at first glance. But they don't hold 
water. 


I prefer to believe dogs are 


leaving the uity not because they 
have ceased to like mankind, but 
because their commonsense tells 
them a modem city is no place for 
a dog. 


Simply Can't Take It 


The growing traffic jams, the 


crowding together, the incessant 
noise, the unhealthy fumes — all 
these characteristics of city li(e 
repel a dog. Man is unfitted for 
these strains himself, and a dog is 
even more so. He has simply 
broken under the strain. 


Cats are tougher. The feline pop- 


ulation of the city hasn't fallen for 
an obvious reason. Cats have a se- 
cret sense of humor, and they love 
to laugh at people. Cats get a real 
sense of enjoyment out of the pre- 
dicaments city people get them- 
selves into. 


But the clog's nerves simply no 


longer are up to the wear am} "tear 
of city living. He has had to face 
up to a commonsense fact—in the 
ast analysis a dog's best friend is 
limself. 


So he is heading back to the 
reen pastures. And who can say

not expected before late in the fall. 


While the vaccine has shown an 


ability to stimulate the body's pro- 
duction of antibodies of the type 
deemed protective against polio, 
it remains to be seen whether it 
can actually protect against an at- 
tack by virus under natural condi- 
tions—and that's why the nation- 
wide field trials are being held. 


The first inoculations today are 


in areas of Alabama, Colorado, 
Virginia, Nevada, Utah and Wash- 
ington. 


"Will it protect and for how 


long?" is the question to be an- 
swered by the tests, President 
Basil O'Connor of the polio founda- 
tion told reporters. 


The advisory 
committee said 


certain specifications for manu- 
facture of the vaccine had been 
set up spme time ago and added 
that: 


"The possibility of infectious ac- 


tivity remaining to any vaccint 
meeting the specifications 
and 


minimal lequirements-has been 
reduced to a point below which it 
cannot be measured.by piacliea- 
ble laboratory procedures."
